Address Last Night Before 
Architectual Society 

ANCIENT TIMES 

Glose Connection Between 
Architecture and Religion 
Stressed by Speaker 

The dose connection between early 
architecture and religion, and the 
great import^ince of the mediaeval 
guilds In the development of tho 
building crafts were emphasized by 
Prof. W. E. earless last night In bis 
address to the Architectural Society. 
The subject of Prof. Carlesn' lecture 
was "Architectural Guilds from ISarll- 
e«t Times down to the Renalsianca." 

In ancient times, building was al- 
ways associated with religion, said 
Prof, earless, E^rery i^eomettc fi|f- 
ure, and every mason's tool bad some 
reJigioua or moral significance. For 
example, the right angle waa the 
sjTnbol of truth or honesty, and the 
circle represented ' tlto sun'a orbit. 
This rell^oua symbolism was an Im- 
portant factor In the development of 
the guilds. 

Our modem customs of placing a 
'leaden casket in the cornerstone of a 
building has descended to us from the 
ancient Bgj-ptlan ceremony of bury- 
ing religious symbols beneath their 
monuments. An "example of thla cus- 
tom may be found in the obelisk at 
Central Park, Now York. 'Wîien this 
obelisk was shipped from Alexandria 
In 1879. It was found that many sym 
bolic articles had been concealed at 
^the base. 

An architect in ancient Bgypt was 
always a man of rank, and tho art 
was handed down from father to aon 
the the same family for hundreds of 
years. The building crafta were all 
under control of , the priests. 

That a«trc>nomy was also closely 
connected with architecture Is shown 
by the large^number of monuments 
built for iM« fas 'Observatories . 

7%o Roman collesiae are the fore- 
fathers of our modern universities. 
They Include all the crafts, and their 
purpo.se was religion aii<i charitable 
Its well a.K commercial. Kvcry member 
li.id to teach the craft to his children, 
and was compelled to work for the 
state. 

Prof. Carle.s.s went oif to àllOÏ^^bw 
Gothic architecture the Romanesque' 
Each mediaeval town was a sort of 
craft university with the cathedral as 
the center. The work of the guilds 
was eolluctlvc. After .seven years' ap- 
prenticeship, a craftmun made his 
"masterpiece," and became a fellow- 
mason . 

After the Jeoturo, u motion of thanks 
ti) the speaker was passed, and the 
meeting adjourned to Cbc next room 
for refreshments .

Those who belong to the first group 
arc those who haV« watched his 
meteoric rise to fame with growing 
misapprehension. (They have careful- 
ly followed the life af.thta "upstart 
Wacksmlth" who wat l>orn to power, 
and first came into the limelight in 
1914 when he was disowned by his 
party for dii>p]ayln/-'tM rSuch pat- 
riotism and'too ilttle%arty spirit. 

.V boni soldier, It was not long be- 
fore he came to the notice of his sup- 
erior officers, and, on being Invalid- 
ed ;out of the Army during the War, 
he devoted himself to writing articles 
denouncing Bolshevi.sm, which wa,s 
threatening Italy at this time. Hp 
Joined the FascistI, and from then on 
his wonderful power of organization 
made him rise to fame like lightning 
and from being a mere captain of Fas- 
cistI ho became the head of that won- 
derful body of "Blackshlrts'' who have 
lieen the saving clause of Italy's 
future. 

During the War there is little doubt 
that he was of Inestimable value to 
his country, but the section of people, 
who have already been referred to. 
are beginning to fear that he has be- 
come, or is rapidly becoming a men- 
ace to the rest of £:urop«. 

On the other hand there arc these 
who feel that he hoa far too much 
good sense to alienate these Europ- 
ean powcr.s. and that the same clear 
brain that has enabled hint to raise 
Italy to the level of a first class 
power, will lead him to act in a pru- 
dent manner towards the ],eague of 
Nations, and other international or- 
ganisations. 

His is a wonderful story, and tho.se 
who attend this evening cannot fall 
to be Interested m what the authorw 
of these two paiicrs, feel will be tho 
ultimate end of thiH unique figure. 

Has he "bitten off more than he can 
chew" In tile language of tho verna- 
cular, or will ho continue to change 
tho face of Italy and ICuroiX! by the 
same excellent methods that he has 
employed in tlio p.ost? These aru tho 
questions which will have lo be gone 
Into during the course of the even- 
ing.

Election tor faculty representatives 
on the .McCÎIU .Students' Council wero 
held throughout the univcnslty yoser- 
day, the following men being elected: 
Arts, Phil .Matthams: Science, R. C. 
Minnes (by acclamation) Commerce, 
Chnj) fetch: .Medicine. K. M. Casey; 
Dentistry, John W. Morton; Law. 
Wendell Laidlcy. 

In the faculty 6C Arts, the fight was 
very close between Phil Matthams and 
Don Smith, the former polling IBS 
votes and the latter 138. C. Peitch won 
out in the Commerce contest with 64 
votes, being followed by SUrkc and 
.MacKcnzle with .18 and Î5 respect- 
ively. In Dentistry, Morton held tlie 
adv.-tntago over Wynn, with 27 votes 
as agiUnist the latter's 18. The faculty 
of Medicine returned IS. Al. Casey to 
office after a close contest with J. C. 
MacKenzie, the votes being 113 to 97. 
Tho Science nominee, R. C. Minnes, 
w.o-s returned by acclamation. 

The polls opened In the variou.s 
buildings at 9 o'clock In tho morning, 
and remained open until « o'clock In 
the evening. All day, studentH crowd- 
ed the .smoking rooms to cli,<t tlielr 
representatives to the governing bo.ird 
of .student actlvItlOH, thouuli tlif great- 
est, congestion occurred licnifcn lec- 
ture ^periods. The scrutliieer.s were 
kept buaj', though in .sonic faculties 
the vote was not as large as had been 
expected. On the whole, the upper 
classmen seemed to an>reclate the 
necessity oC voting to a greater exte>nt 
than their younger brothers Third year 
Commerce led the list, only two mem- 
bens of the class of 30 falling to re- 
gister their votes, while tho .^rts 
freshmen turned out in verj* sm,a.ll 
numbers — in fact, only 42 per cent, of 
tills largo class voted. In the Art.s 
f.-iculty, 51 per cent, of the Mudents 
on the votera' lists turned out to the 
poll, while 67 per cent, of tho School 
of Commerce exercised their franchise. 
Practically the whole Dentistry fac- 
ulty voted, while the percentage of 
Mods was ooiiBiderably hljjlier than 
that of some of the larger faculties. 
Science was the only faculty in which 
there was no contest, their representa- 
tive being returned by acclamation. 
Tho now Students' Council will take

MACCABAEAN STOOY 
GROOPMETSONOAY 

"Jews of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury" Subject of Discussion 

The Jews In the eighteenth century 
wore discussed at the second meeting 
of the .Maccabaean Study Group which 
waH held at the home of Bernard 
Alcxandor on Sunday evening. The 
economic and political aspect was pre- 
sented by Louis Schwartz In the first 
paper of the evening, while Nathan 
Itelch tc.llowed with the intellectual 
lit'o of the period. 

Schwartz Jeiilt at some length with 
the economic plight of the Jew, who 
for five hundred years after the 
Cru.suders. was subject to every form 
of economic degradation. He w^s re- 
stricted ns to domicile, and trade. He 
could not own land, and for this rea- 
son was driven to money-lending and 
petty trading. 

Wltli the rise uf capitullstiu produc- 
tion the stituatlon of tho Jew was 
considerably improyed. ln that higher 
finance and inteniatlonal trade allow- 
ed hini tile soojio hitherto denied. 

Concerning the political aspect, tho 
speaker pointed out that lieHldes the 
United States. which granted' the free- 
dom of M'orship and civil rights to 
everyone in the Dill of Kight.s of 17S7, 
there wero only two countries in 
Europe who allowed politisai rights to 
the Jews — Prance and Holland. The 
first gave them all privileges In 1791, 
while tho latter exteiulcd tlie franchise 
in 1795. The rationalistic apirli of tho 
time contributed to this legislation. 

Tho second speaker, Reich, began by 
the mental outlook of the Jews 
throughout the Jewish Middle Ages. 
He showed how from a spirit of rea-. 
son -, which domina.ted thro'ught 'for a

a similar motion by > a slim majority. 
Twp„wceks have passed, and yesterday

, plS^ortfhe' first time. At this time, 
therefore, an explanation of the in- 
'tentlons of those who innovated the 
' scheme might be in order. 
|;_^'i"No thought of personal distinction, 
idea of developing snobbishness 
was in their minds, but only .a wi.sh to 
' see revived at McGlll the former cus- 
tom of wearing gowns while In attend- 
ojice at lectures in the University. It 
was decided to experiment for the first 
'year with the senior men, in order to 
'•'ee how the scheme would look In 
^operation. Jf a suffluiem measure of 
' aucc«HS attended their efforts and if 
''ib^large enough majority were In favor, 
itli^ wM'' hoped to extend the plan to 
KKe'rother classcK.

WHAT SHALL I READ? 

-More than occasionally the vitriolic 
finger of derision Is polntod at these 
oft recurring Ilst» of "best books"— 
but there Is a great deal to be said 
In favor of the Idea whldh they cm- 
body. In an age when the publishing 
Industry Is characterized by rare In- 
discretion In Its selection of books for 
publication, and when the: number of 
l)00k8 printed annually runs high up 
Into the thousands, aontù aid to the 
poor reader who would ktop abreast 
of his ago is necessary. Numerous 
methods have been devised wheroby 
the readier can best keep in touch with 
th* worthwhile things as they n.ppear. 
All of these means arc but raako- 
shirts for personal tastes— but when 
the Nltuatlon is such ns obtains in 
modern letters even .x makeshift is to 
4)0 welcomed. 

Were we asked to recommend some 
mediiuni for the student to keep in 
touch with the world of books we 
would suggest that he subscribe to 
some reputable Journal of book re- 
views — and In this country We have at 
present at least one very fine weekly 
lovlew. The Saturday, Review of 
Literature. Then practlcaJly every 
periodical devotes a section to a re- 
vel w of current books, there Is also 
t!ho monthly score of "best-sellers" 
kept hy most book sellers which are 
at least an indication of what the 
great mnjorlty Is reading. All these 
things will accomplish fairly well 
wliat tho general reader wx>uld wish 
to Icnow about his contemporary 
writers. Wlien these "extraneous aids" 
are generously sprinkled with com- 
monsenso and some presonal taste 
they can be most worthwiiile. But the 
upshot of It all is that there is no 
substitute for pcruonal seloctlon and 
taste In reading — all that one can do 
1.1 look to a reyleiw for guidance.^

his reading—particularly in the field 
of the literature of the past— was, 
what, of all that h.ad been written, 
should the {jcierally well-read man 
have experienced? That is a more 
difficult question to answer— In fact 
wc have come to the consluslon that 
there is no use recommending a list of 
the "world's beat" to anyone. That 
is a field where one should oxpcrlencc 
tho delight of a little exploring. Given 
uii average Intelllgenco and somo In 
tellcctual curlo.mty and such a von 
lure III tho world of books should he 
a dtliirlii where one would like to sail 
a sea uncharted and find tor himself 
tho ' Islands of pleasure." But then 
there are thossc who would scorn to 
prefer to knoTv- woro they wore going 
nnd for thom much has been done, 
There have been no end o-f compila- 
tions of "the world's books," books 
that have moat Interested me and 
"ten best books" — and it was there- 
fore wo were muoh stihpriscd that 
those who wanted this guidance had 
not even heard of these things. I'er- 
hiips it is because they never read 
anything— but that would be too severe 
an accusation at an institution where 
so much reading Is placed on a "re- 
qulrnd ll."»t." 

In case none havo wen any of those 
sign posts that h.avc been placed In 
^hc maze of literature W"c will point 
out a few that hnvo come to our at- 
tention. John Cowpcr Powers Has iin 
cs."!ay which he calls "Tho One Hund'- 
red Best Books of all Time" in which 
ho lists these books that have struck 
his fancy and in which ho gives his 
reasons why ho has selected the books 
that he has. This essay should he a 
valuable guide to th« lost soul. Then 
thero arc lists compiled by curloais 
llbrar>- associations which make simi- 
lar comprehonslvo surveys of world 
Uter.ature and these can be seen at 
any library. 

But before going to anyone's Idea 
ct what Is the 'hesl let na HKO/.n mako 
a plea for a linle intelligent personal 
selection. Certainly it should not be 
too much to expect of college students 
that have a little Intelltctu.al curlosllv 
— thait they should possess some of 
thaa genuine pplrlt of adventure which 
seizes us whenever wo cut the leaves 
of a book of which we have never 
heard.

AN INDICTMENT 

Insti'uctors, othcrwtfle perfect, are 
addicted to a practice that Is rapidly 
spreading— that of having papers 
read and corrected by outsiders. A 
convcnlment plan for the teacher, but 
is It fair to tho student concerned? 

In largo classes, where it Is diffi- 
cult for papers to be graded by the 
professors, students are willing that 
a certain amount of the work be de- 
legated to others. Quizzes such' as the 
true-false" type come under this 
head. But the regular discussion ex- 
amination, tho term report, the note 
book or the bit of original work 
should, in all fairness be reviewed by 
the one "who conducts the olass. 

Perhapo th« instructor Is busy or 
is engaced in a dttficult piece of re- 
scartih work, or ho may even be bor- 
ed by endless pile of papers that ac- 
cumulate. He doesn't like to indicate 
mistaken or show how Improvement 
might be made; In fact, he would ra- 
ther have tho student struggle along 
without assistance, belieWng that It 
Is aldling in Cils development. 

But is it? On the contrary, the stu- 
dent who finds that his instructor, 
who was so particular In maldag as- 
slgnmonts, pays them no further at- 
tention when they are fulfilled. Is 
going to lose faith in that Instructor. 
More than that, he loses all incentive 
to work. For vriiaX Is tho use of 
Mperidlng hours of study and prepar- 
ation for a quiz or a paper that Is 
never read , except by one paid by 
the Instructor to do so? A feeling of 
antagonism or ' even active dislike 
often [u-iwti on the part of tîio stu- 
dent. This may lead to careless, 
slipshod methods. It may oven lead 
a student to abandon a long-c£ierlsh- 
od major simply because instructors 
do not exhibit an interest in the in- 
dividual's work. 

The student is rcaiionablo, he is 
willing to overlook an occasional 
lapse of this sort by a busy Instruc- 
tor.. But he does want hia work to 
bo considered. Suroly he Is entitled 
to that much. — Dally Kansan.

Pres. Garfield Believes Overe- 
ducation Prevalent 



Athens. Gft. (By Exchange Service) 
— "A college which .admits every 
young person who desires to enroll 
Is likely soon to find Unelf In the 
position of a llfolioat which sinks 
and drowns all because too many 
clamber abi.ard," That is the opinion 
of Dr. Harry A. Gurflold, president 
of AViUiamii College and former U.S. 
Fuel Administrator during the World 
War. 

"Obviously," tontinuoM Dr. cîarficld. 
"many students In colleges today 
should not be there. O'hny .are wast- 
ing their own time and that or those 
of (jrcater Inlellectunl ability who are 
held back In the classroom by the 
prcsenco of slower students. 

"ColleKCH are beinp forced to bo- 
I'omo more iind more highly selective 
in their choice of Student-). At Wil- 
liams wo have been constantly rais- 
ing our standard until today only tho 
'cream' of the high school and pre- 
paratory graduates are admitted. 
Wliilr It is df-slrablo for young per- 
sons of college .iflro to get ns much 
'-•ductttlon as possible all of thcni .ire 
not of tho ability which « college or 
University demands. 

That tho youth of today are less 
serious minded and loss Intollectual 
than their fathers .and grandfathers 
is denied by Dr. Carflcld. Iln sa y» 
"In my experience as president of 
Williams College I have found no dlf- 
fcrcnco between the intelligence of 
students today .and those of a genera- 
tion ago. They do not come to college 
with the flippant attitudu dftcn ns- 
crlhcri to them — rather tliey como 
with a detormlnulion to got as much 
out of four years of college as possible, 
for they realize that If they must dis- 
play outstanding .ability ind develop 
tliPir mental porwej- or they will be 
hopelessly submerged in the competi- 
tion created by the Increasing num- 
bers of university trained men." 



SOPH VIUGANCE 



"iVow for sophomore vigilance!

Present Administration 



•\nn Arbor, .Mich. Dec. la. (By 

Kxchange .Service- — "Turkey Is en- 
deavoring to Instlliilc a thorough 
."system or eiUiciilioii," averred Prflf. 
Albert M. Lybyer, in an interview to 
tho Jllchigaii Dally following ]|ls lec- 
ture upon "Tiiu Moslem Outlook in 
West Asia." "The main development 
Is tow.'inl vocational instruction and 
fcoiioinlc trnining. and fa marked by 
tho setting up in general of normal 
schools, agriculture and business 
schools. In addition to genoral schools. 
Approved school buildings are beins 
constructed and tho government has 
adopted a plan of financing the cdu- 
i;ntic)u of students through the^e vari- 
ous schools with the proviso that tho 
sliul'mt.s ii«reo to perform a given 
number o: years service at .a slated 
salary ns a return to tho government." 

Tho Tiirkl.sli minister of education 
remarked to Professor Lybyer a few 
year ago that the girls le.irned much 
more quickly and were better workers 
th:in the lioys, and in lui.Hwcr to a 
question ns to tho attitude of the 
Turkish government to the American 
schools, the minister .said that because 
so many Turkish men and women 
were in attendance at thesç Institu- 
tions they were oncourapod, although 
there was some complaint ns to tho 
co-operation according to government 
liy the sdiools in question. 

Amf-rlcjin schools stl",! in Turkey 
aro r.obert college, a. college for wo- 
men at Constantinople. International 
college .at Smyrna, St. Paul's Institute 
at Tarsus, nnd a girls' school at Mar- 
din. "Aniprlr.nn autlilorltlep consider 
the work we:i worth while," Professor 
Lybyer stated, "for although the te.xts 
arc censored for uncompllmont.ary re- 
ferences to Turkey and govermental 
instructors aro asslf;ned !o the col- 
leges without ijon.Hultatlon. still about 
1.000 Turks are gaining a higher edu- 
cation at these oollcgcg. 

"One hundred Bulg.irlan studentis 
enrolled in Robert College fifty years 
ago remade Hulgarla," 1'rofoï.sor Ly- 
byer addod, "so It can be .seen that the 
American .schools will have an Im- 
mense Influence on the Turkey of to- 
morrow.'' , »

length of time there was a reaction 
which culminated In the Chassldlsin of 
the eighteenth century. Rtibbinism 
dogmatism prevailed for a time but 
this was overthrown. He spoke of the 
Chassldsm of the period pointing out 
how traces of this survive In coun- 
tries of Eeaatern Europe even today. 

The charactorlfltlb'>;feoture of this 
new mode of thought was emotlonil- 
Ism and sentlmentallsm, not' ration- 
alism. Faith in the rabbi and his de- 
crees dominated. Nothing was done 
without consulting the rabbi. The 
lender of this cult wa« a man of little 
education but of great personality 
named Baal Shem Tov or commonly 
known a.s Bcsht. He won over many 
disciples by his .great zeal and f^tth. 
Prayer In all Its forms was preached 
by this teacher. 

Ill time however ihls religious piety 
degenerated' and its adherent.*! became 
the dubcs 'of clever charlatans who 
preyed upon their fanataclsm to ex- 
tort money from them. An outlook 
such .t.s this. Reich ipointcd out.was the 
mental attitude ot the elghtenth cen- 
tury Jcw.t an animated discussion 
then followed .
